"HE Governors of Mr. Guy's Ho- 
 ſpital, having been cenſured as 


acting contrary to the intention of the 


Founder, by diſcharging perſons from 
the benefit of his Charity, becauſe they 
were incurable; they think it neceſſary 


zo juſtify themſelves: And to this end 


they have reprinted his Will, which a- 


lone might be ſufficient to remove this 
miſtake, his intention being therein ve- 
ry plainly expreſſed and declared. 

He himſelf apprehended, and his ſuf- 
picions were confirmd by thoſe he con- 
ſulted, that the word, Incurable, was 
of too large and indefinite a ſignification :

And if taken in ſuch an ex- 
tenſiuve ſenſe, his Hoſpital muſt ſoon have 


become an Almſhouſe, into which (to uſe 


his own Words) Pariſhes, as well as par- 


ticular perſons, would ſhift off from 


them-

themſelves the burthen of their depen- 
dents and indigent relations, to be pro- 
"wided for during their lives; which he 
foreſaw, and often ſpoke of with great 
concern to ſeveral of his Executors and 
other perſons yet living ; and accoraing- 
ly has deſcribed the perſons, for whoſe 
relief he deſigned his Hoſpital, to be ſuch 
as are * thought capable of relief by Phy- 
ſick or Surgery, and has ſubmitted the 
ſeveral ſpecics or kinds of ſick perſons . 
deemed or called incurables, and alſo the 
time of continuing them in his Hoſpital 
to the Diſcretion and pleaſure of his 
Truſtees. 
Beſides this miſtake about the conduct 
of the Truſtees, there have been attempts 
to defame the memory of the Worthy and 
Charitable Founder himſelf, as doing no 
good in his life-time; but heaping up a 
great eſtate with an oftentatious deſign 
of founding an Hoſpital at his death. 
Fats beſt anſwer ſuch invidious ſug- 


geſtions : N 

Many of his poor, tho diſtant relati- 7 
ons, had ſtated allowances from him of 3 
Ten or Twenty pounds a year, and occa- 4 
ſionally larger Sums ; and to two of them 4

he gave Five hundred pounds apiece to 
advance them in the World. 

He has ſeveral times given fifty pounds 
for diſcharging inſoluent Debtors. 

He has readily given a hundred pounds 
at a time on application to him in behalf 
of a diſtreſſed Family. 

Theſe are ſome of his good deeds 
which are come to light ſimce his death; 
from which every one miſt be convinced, 
that his private acts of charity were ma- 
ny and great; and from their ſecrecy, 
that they flowd from a right principle. 

Some of his more publick benefactions 
were as Jollow: © 

Early in life he began the erection of 
an Almſhouſe at Tamworth for fourteen 
poor People, and maintained them to the 
7 time of his death, and then endow'd it 
= for ever. 

3 He contributed one hundred pounds in 
the year 1709 to the Brief for the poor 
Palatines, and the like ſum to St. Tho- 
mas's Hoſpital on account of the admiſ- 
ſion of a great many of thoſe among them = 
who were ſick and diſabled.  _ b 

When he met with ſuch diſeaſed and 
friendleſs Objects as wanted the help of 
an Hoſpital, he was uſed to ſend them 
zo St, Thomas's, with directions to the 
Steward,

Steward, to ſupply them, at his Expence, 
with Cloaths, and ſuch other Neceſſaries 
as are not provided by the Hoſpital. * 
Hixteen years before his death he built 
and furniſhed three Wards in St. Tho- 
mas g Hoſpital, for the reception of ſix- 
ty-four patients. He rebuilt two large 
Houſes at the front of it, and adorned 
the entrance between them; whach toge- 
ther coſt him between two and three thou- 
ſand pounds. - 
He gave one hundred pounds a year to 


that Hoſpital for eleven years ſucceſ- 


ſevely, till he began to build his own ; 


which he lived to ſee almoſt finiſhed, and 
coſt him about fourteen thouſand pounds. 
From theſe inſtances, it is eaſy, to 


judge, on which ſide Charity has been
